invited in the circular of the treasury 
departm ent Issued An Monday. 
Allot 
merits of the 2 per cent P a n a m a bonds 
will not he made, according to thou 
terms of the circular relative to them, 
until after all bids are submitted at 
the close of business on Nov. 3b 
The 
monetary intimated that applications 
for both bonds and certificates were 
being received in satisfactory amount 
hut he was not prepared as yet to dis 
close the volume of subscriptions and 
allotments. 
One reason for this is un­ 
derstood to he that there are so many 
inquiries for information from persons 
who don’t 
submit 
definite subscrip­ 
tions. 
Another reason is that allot 
m eets are being m an e with a certain 
degree of discrimination where it is 
believed they will have the hest effect 
upon the money market. 
Secretary Cortclyou 
was shut 
up 
nearly all day studying the situation 
and condition of allotment. 
The discretion reserved in his origi 
cal offer of the 3 lier cent certificates 
that Kin,not).non will he alloted by the 
secretary in his discretion upon offers 
of subscriptions addressed to him, has 
brought a great variety of orders and 
suggestions, am ong which it is som e­ 
what difficult to choose as to what 
would he most advantageous to the 
government and the financial situa­ 
tion. 
It is not expected that these of 
f«rs will embody a premium over the 
nurchase | rice, because of tile short 
term for which they run and the pro­ 
vision cf the circular that they a r e 
offered at par. 
The two most esse n ­ 
tial elements to he considered are the 
amount of cash required to fie paid in­ 
to the treasury arni if national hanks 
taking 
the certificates

M u s t Retain Part of Proceeds. 


The secretary Is almost compelled 
by the term s of the law under which 
the certificates are issued to retain 
some i art of the proceeds in the treas 
ury, sun e the law authorizes their is­ 
sue to meet 
extraordinary expend! 
tares. 
The nominal cash balau °s of 
the treasury stood Thursday at only 
$8,052,412 after deducting the amount 
of public money on deposit in national 
hanks. 
This is obviously below the 
working requirem ents of the treasury 
and the secretary might find ample 
justification against criticism in con­ 
gress in the fat t that he re e d s cash 
to recoup this balance. 
Tf the essential object of the Issue 
Is to increase the available amount of 
currency, it can only he done bv the 
issue of hank notes against the new 
securities and th e restoration of a part 
of the ra«h proceeds to the bank. T !ie 
Issue of bank notes would exactly off 
set the cash paid for the certificates 
if the cash was all retained in the 
treasury, and a net gain in circulation 
would occur only by returning a part 
of this cash to the hanks. 
Those co n­ 
siderations apply particularly to such 
of the certificates as may be su b ­ 
scribed 
for 
by 
national 
hanks. 
A 
moral benefit is expected from the 
sah> of other a m o u n ts to the public by 
drawing hack into circulation c u rre n ­ 
cy which is now hoarded. 
The secre­ 
tary is not requiring any payments of 
cash in advance of allotments.

made, 
payment 
must he made either directly in cash 
or in the form of bookkeeping t r a n s ­ 
fers by which the cash paid shall he 
credited to the subsciibing bank as a 
deposit.

Several P e r s o n s Injured in the K e n ­ 
tucky City.

disturbances, two of them developing 
into riots, broke out in widely se,in rat 
od quarters of I Gillsville as a result 
of t lie first a tte m p t of the Louisville 
Railway company to operate all its 
lines after nightfall.

While the books will be on a 2-cent 
basis,

a commercial house, for exam ple, can 
purchase a num ber of the books,

body they are handed out to. It will also 
p erm it the ow ner of the book to pay 
for the fare of his fam ily or friends by 
simply handing the book over to the 
conductor and telling him how m any 
persons are with him. 
The new a rra n g e m e n t will

identification 
unnecessary, 
and

save all th e b o th e r and trouble inci­ 
dent to the form er plan. The old books, 
which practically w en t out of e x is t­ 
ence when the 2-cent rates in the d if­ 
fe re n t sta te s in th e W estern te rrito ry 
w ent into effect, could only be used by 
those who purchased them and had th e ir 
nam es attached.

Discharging the Duties of 
Disciplinary Officer at the Military 
Academy. 


Iii tile w ar departm ent there is sor 
tow over the death of Colonel Leverett 
Hull 
W alker of 
the artillery 
arm, 
writes the New York Post's W ashing­ 
ton 
correspondent. 
Colonel 
W alker 
w as one of the m arked exceptions to 
the rule that reticent men are seldom 
popular. 
He would not have been re­ 
tired from the service 
for age fot 
some years. 
He was in tile West 
Point class of 1871, of which 
Fred 
G rant w as one of tile graduates, and 
G rant is not yet within sight of the 
age limit. 
About seven years afte r his 
graduation and w hen he had ju st ad d ­ 
ed Hie first liar to the field of his 
shoulder knot W alker was ordered to 
West Point as an instructor in tactics 
This position put him In com m and of 
one of the cadet battalions, for tile 
discipline of which he w as responsible. 
The cadets have a nicknam e for ev 
pry one and everything. 
It is doubt 
fill if any officer who lins served at 
the academy w as ever know n to tile 
cadets 
when he was at a distance, of 
course- by ins proper name. 
W alker 
by an easy transition w as m ade "T ro t­ 
ter.” and “T ro tter" lie stayed until his 
tour of duty w as over, ami certain it 
is that there are those in the service 
today who m ust have to think tw ice 
to give his nam e the right speech gait.

beloved 
by tin* 
corps cadets. 
He did his d u ty iii a 
disciplinary 
way by his cadet com ­ 
pany. but lie never moved by Hie tight 
and left flank out of the regular line 
of march to catch the cadets at of­ 
fenses. picayune offenses in tile main, 
hut which some officers* with a m a r­ 
tinet's view of life, thought it neces­ 
sary at all tim es to play tile spy upon 
One night when W alker was on duty 
at tile academ y four cadets stole out 
of barracks a fte r taps and “ ran it" to 
Newburg on a steam launch.

vile sins, breaking the law of 
both man aud God. 
H ad I stayed with 
my church and with th e raising of my 
noor parents, who are, I believe in 
H eaven, I would be a free m an today.

COMPLETES HER TESTIMONY 


Defendant in M urd er Trial E nd s Her 


Narrative After a L o ng Ordeal on 


the Witness S ta n d — Appears More 


Composed Than Formerly. 


W ashington, Nov. 22.—T he story of 
Form er United S tates Senator Brown’s 
acknow ledgm ent of the paternity of 
th e two youngest of Mrs. Bradley'S 
children was told in Jud ge Stafford’s 
court by other lips th an liers. 
“ i acknow ledge A rth u r Brown and 
M artin Montgomery as my children by 
Anni** 
M. Bradley." 
Such w as 
Mr. 
B row n’s own m ethod 
of expressing 
him self on the subject and the legend 
w as inscribed on a soiled and blotted 
piece of writing paper, 
it was dated 
Feb. 10. 1905, and was brought to light 
by Colonel Maurice M. Kaighu, an a t­ 
torney of Salt Lake City, the present 
receiver in tile United States land of­ 
fice in that cit> and a friend of S ena­ 
tor Brown of th irty years standing. 
Colonel Kaighn w as on the w itness 
•ten d for about an hou r during the 
afternoon session of the Bradley trial 
and testified that Mrs. Bradley brought 
the tell tale slip of pap* r to his office 
inst afte r she received it from Brown 
with the ink not yet dry; how six* 
fairly danced into his room and bow 
‘-he beamed with Joy as sin* held th** 
paper aloft and told him th a t now all 
would he well. 
Colonel Kaighn related many in ter­ 
esting facts concerning his association 
w ith both Senator Brown and Mrs. 
Bradley, and upon th e whole m ade by 
far tile best w itness for tin* little wo­ 
m an th a t has yet ta k e n tho stand, h e r­ 
self excepted. 
He told in simple but 
forcible language of m any dram atic 
interview s 
with 
Mrs. 
Biadley 
and 
closed with the expression of opinion 
th a t she had become a m onomanic on 
th e subject of lier relationship to th** 
ex-senator. 
He said he believed h e r 
m ind to have been unbalanced. 
“ I 
b ated to do it,” he said, after he left 
the Stand, “ for Senator Brown was one 
cf my most intim ate friends; but One 
cannot trifle with o n e ’s conscience.” 
Other Testimony in Her Behalf. 


O ther testim ony in Mrs. Bradley’s 
behalf was given by M ajor Samuel A. 
King, who related m any Incidents go­ 
ing to show that Mrs. Bradley was in 
a very nervous condition for some 
tim** before com ing to W ashington, 
and by Arthur B arnes, assistant a tto r­ 
ney general of U tah. 
An effort w as 
m ade to find a Mr. Shrew sbury, an un 
cie of Mrs. Bradley, who has been 
brought to W ashington to testify con 
cerning tile insanity in Mrs. B rad ley s 
family, but he could not be found. 
Judge 
Pow ers expressed 
confidence 
th a t Shrew sbury will m ake his a p ­ 
pearance later. 
M ote placid, m ore capable of a s­ 
serting control over herself and m ore 
resourceful, apparently, than w hen she 
took the witness stand on Tuesday, 
Mrs. Bradley left it a fte r monopoliz­ 
ing the attention of th e court for tw o 
days and a h a l t 
She w as more com- 
| posed than at any tim e, and h e r coun­ 
sel express confidence th a t she would 
have been able to go on longer if 
called on to do so. 
T hey are satisfied 
with her testim ony m d believe th a t it 
will result to her advantage. 
T here 
w ere very few tears, but on the other 
hand smiles w ere m ore frequent on 
th e face of the p rison er than hereto­ 
fore. 
T here were som e references to 
occurrences in connection with h e r­ 
self and S enator Brown which evi­ 
dently touched her and aroused ag ree­ 
able memories. 
She w as especially 
pleased when Colonel Kaighn told the 
story of lier presentation to him of 
S enator Brown’s acknow ledgem ent of 
his children. 
Courtroom Crowded. 


Again the courtroom was crowded 
to suffocation and it was necessary to 
keep all the w indow s open in order 
to satisfy Judge Stafford’s demand for 
fresh 
a ir. 
Many of 
the 
spectators 
w ere ladies; 
indeed a 
majority of 
them were. 
T he crow d was orderly 
and f«-w adm onitions to be quiet were 
necessary. 
No one w as perm itted to 
leave while court was in session, and 
so intense was the interest th at no 
one seem ed disposed to go. 
The year I Obi w as crowded w ith 
letters from Senator Brown. 
In a letter on Dee. 30 he bitterly 
com plained of Mrs. B radley’s failure 
to w rite more freely, but said: 
“ I don’t blam e you; 
I am an old 
man. 
Two years ago you wrote m e on 
every occasion, and now I do all th e 
w riting." 
Jan. 3. 1902, he repeated his com ­ 
plaints, 
Saying: "Y our silence is th e 
worst torture m y life has endured,’’ 
adding, “my own beloved, we m ust not 
turn bark or fail or doubt. 
T ogether 
we will push on and our lives shall 
and m ust be one.” 
On Jan. 7 he expressed confidence 
that his wife would ag ree to a divorce 
on reasonable term s, “and then," he 
•aid, “you arid I will celebrate spring 
by ending our troubles in uniting for 
life." 
On Feb. 19 he w rote an affectionate 
letter referring to 
Mrs. Bradley as 
“th e m other of our child,” and on Dec 
20 he said: 
“ I will turn h e a v e n 'a n d 
earth until I m a rry you.”
